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Women's fraternities 
probe their own image

"Do MeGill fraternities discriminate against any undesirable fringe groups?" This was 
one of the questions asked by various newsmen at the first conference of the Pan-Hellenic 
Society of McGill. ^^i -.v ,- 



Tlie conference was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the IIVC 
commonrooin and was designed 
to acquaint the public with va- 
rious aspects of "fraternal" life 
IS well as to publicize the up- 
coming rushing season. 

Daina Benedict, president of 
the Pan-IIcllcnic Society of Mc- 
Gill, introduced the speakers to 
representatives of the press, ra- 
dio and television. 

The girls spoke on various 
topics concerned with the Pan- 
Hellenic Society and Fraternity 
life in general. They elaborated 
on the social, intellectual and 
fraternal aspects of sorority life, 
and emphatically suggested that 
fraternities, imply "fellowship 
rather than brotherhood" and 
were inclusive rather than ex- 
clusive. 

The various delegates (1 from 
each woman's fraternity), em- 
phasized that scholarship, philan- 
thropy and compatibility, were 
essential qualities of fraternity 
members, and that; fraternities 



were designed to promote life- 
time bonds of friendship. 

At one point in the program 
an outspoken reporter Inquired 
whether beatniks were admitted 
to women's fraternities, and 
wliether such fraternities were 
designed to accommodate girls 
who lacked both money and 
snob-appcal. 

The reply, which . sums up 
the ideals of the Pan-Hellenic 
Society, was that HcGill's women 
fraternities employ an "Open" 
rather than a "Closed Door 
Policy". 

RED FEATHER 

Daina Benedict also announced 
plans of the women's fraternities 
to participate in the annual Red 
Feather Blitz leaving the campus 
0 pm, Wednesday, September 23. 

Preceding this, at 3:30 pm, a 
panel discussion will be held in 
the Common Room at RVC to 
examine the pros and cons of 
women's fraternities. 

AU women students, particular- 
ly those in second and third year, 
are invited to participate in the 
discussion. 



If McGill is to maintain tiie 
educational standards capable of 
keeping Canadian students from 
moving south, she must have the 
money necessary to maintain the 
best of facilities and the best of 
instruction. 

Where this money is to come 
from is one of the main problems 
facing McGill today. Although 
annual income was boosted con- 
siderably when student fees were 
raised, Ross expressed the fear 
that in all probability they would 
have to be raised again. 

McGill's income is derived 
mainly from student fees and 
monies raised by the Graduates 
Society. The government too docs 
its share, he added.

Red Feather blitz 
begins tomorrow 

Students of McGill arise I The time has come to re- | 
plenish the coffers of the Red Feather Organization, and the 
task has been shouldered by the student body of McGill. 

The "Blitz", scheduled to get under way from the lower 
campus tomorrow at 5 pm., will offer an excellent opportun- 
ity for freshmen and their female counterparts to meet and 
intermingle. 

Freshmen ore needed to |oin with upperclassmen, the 
fraternities, and the Youth Division of the Red Feather to 
canvass some 160,000 homes in the Verdun, Ahuntsic, Park 
Avenue, Villeray and Beaubien areas. 950 volunteers are 

expected. 

The Blitz will not be undertaken this year in conjunction 
with Sir George as was the case in former years. 

"Les Blitzois" will be paired off and assigned one street 
to canvass together. After a send off address by Dr. H. Rocke 
Robertson and various Red Feather dignitaries, they will 
board busses to be transported to their designated ports of 
(he city. 

As a grand finale to the "Blitz", a twist and beer party 
will be held in one of the city's armories. There will be free 
refreshments, a band, and prizes for the couples who collect 
the most donotions. 

Jim Wright, Blitz Chairman, hopes for a more successful 
campaign than last year's, which fell short by $2,000. 

The success of this year's Blitz will depend on the num- 
ber of candidates who turn up. 



Professor H.D. Woods, Dean of 
Arts and Sciences, agreed with 
Chancellor Ross. Turning (he sub- 
ject to his faculty, he claimed 
that although money would not 
solve the existing problems, a 
solution would be impossible 
without it. 

CENTRAL PROBLEM 

Tlic problems he spoke about 
centered around tlic situation re- 
sulting from the breakdown of 
university isolation. McGill, he 
claimed, is solving the problem 
of bricks and mortar (at a cost 
of sixty-five million dollars), but 
in doing so, is creating new 
problems. . 

lie told the graduates that 
McGill was constantly aware of 
the danger to student-staff rela- 
tions, and the looming problems 
of impersonality. 

One of the greatest problems 
facing his Faculty is the position 
of staff, lie agreed with Clian- 
cellor Ross that ready funds were 
necessary to recruit and maintain, 
competitively maintain indeed, a 
strong staff. 

ADJUSTMENTS NEEDED 

lie concluded his address by 
saying "Tlic adjustments we must 
make, if we are to take advantage 
of the techniques required to 
solve our problems of size and 
impersonality, if we are to 
achieve the staff excellence our 
students and their families have 
a right to expect, if wc are to 
provide the teaching aids now 
available (or in the process of 
development) and if in general 
we arc to meet our increasing 
social responsibility, this will he 
expensive."

The second McGill Conference on Student 
Affairs, which ended Saturday, proved ex- 
tremely valuable in tv^o areas while reveal- 
ing serious flaws in other aspects of its 
organization. 

Conspicuously successful were the group 
sessions, in which organizations met to dis- 
cuss- mutual problems and shore solutions. 
Although sonrie of the groups — such as 
Major Activities and Publications — proved 
to hove less in comniori than might have 
been expected, and one — Clubs and Socie- 
f ;es — ' Ht a further breakdown into smaller 
interest groups would hove been profitable,- 
the two major breakthroughs of the confer- 
ence were produced in group sessions. 

MCSA's most important result was the 
agreement reached by school and . faculty 
clubs on the question of abolishing statutory 
grants — a politically-loaded issue which two 
emotional open meetings of the Students' 
Society were unable fo resolve last year. 
The value of private meetings, where com- 
promise is not regarded os defeat and where 
participants are' too sophisticated to be 



moved by emotional appeals, can hardly be 
overestimated. This is nol to suggest that the 
Students' Society's business should be carried 
on in private by a few enlightened souls. 
The solutions, reached at MCSA and else- 
where will be discussed thoroughly and 
publicly before students are asked to vote 
on them in a referendum. 

A second major accomplishment of the 
conference was o report submitted by the 
political clubs, recommending the establish- 
ment of model parliament as a major 
octivity. If the recommendations are follow- 
ed, model pdrliannient may regain its integrity 
ond serve a truly educational role on campus, 
rather than oscillating between the extremes 
of unsavory in-fighting and obscenity-tinged 
humor, as it has in the lost few years. 

The second area in which MCSA succeed- 
ed completely was the presentation of o few 
reports outlining a general direction and 
philosophy applicable to all McGill student 
activities. The Education Committee made 
two important points; that all activities 
should contribute to the education and 
leadership qualities of .their participants, and 
that students should be encouraged, through 



their participation in extracurricular activi- 
ties, to realize and fulfill their role in Quebec 
and society as a whole. Reports such os 
these gave delegates on opportunity to see 
their own activities in the general context 
of McGill's student affairs, and to regain 
perspective about the direction these affairs 
should be taking. 

Unfortunately, all too few of the reports, 
presented at general sessions were really 
relevant, and MCSA as a consequence wos 
far too long and inefficient. That it could 
hove operated on a consistently high level 
is indicated by the general excellence of 
the group reports presented at the closing 
session, after only three hours of délibéra- 
tions by each group. These should certainly 
be retained, and perhaps expanded, in ony 
reorganization of the conference. 

General reports by the various service 
organizations — such as the poster press, 
duplicating service, Daily, Scarlet key and 
Red Wings, and the Union — are relevant 
to most activities, but they need not be 
presented orally; an information booklet 
containing these reports could cut out if> 
relevant material. 

Finally, the MCSA executive might de- 
velop a master plan of topics to be discussed 
in the general' meetings, and indicate to 
each speaker — sevsrol weeks in advance 
— exactly what he should concentrate on. 
This would result in a pointed, directed and 
relevant discussion rather than q hophozord 
one. , 

MCSA '64 was an extremely well-organiz- 
ed conference.lts results y/ill be evident in 
the direction of McGill student affairs this 
year. Any shortcomings were wholly due 
to the fact that it is a new institution, one 
with which few students hod ony previous 
experience.

UGEO: Political Body or Political Party? 

The 1964-65 academic year will be a milestone in llie history of the student movement in 
Quebec. Past and present efforts to revoluate the role of the students !n cur community, to organize 
students' participation in the solution of the community's problems, will result in November In the 
formal establishment of a "Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec" (UGEQ). 



What exactly UGEQ will be is unknown at 
the present time. Which student associations will 
be the constituent members has not yet been 
defined. Only two things are certain : fliot UGEQ 
will exist formally in the very near future, and 
that its formation affects all Quebec students. 

UGEQ as a Political Body 

The words "political body" are used here to 
mean a representative body of Quebec students, 
a grouping whose aims are two-fold : the service 
of the students and the service of society. 

The first goal of a student organization on a 
provincial level is to, serve its members : this con 
be done by setting up services which answer pre- 
cise needs and requests of Quebec students, by 
assuring the exchange of documentation on stu- 
dent affairs between the different campuses, by 
helping each other to build autonomous, compe- 
tent and efficient student governments. 

It has also to serve, in the present stote of 
Quebec priorities, the cause of education. As stu- 
dents, we are the group which is most interested 
in the qualitative and quantitative expansion of 
education. We hove a role to play on our indivi- 
dual campus as an integral part of the university 
community, but we have also to do our port for 
society In general, in cooperation with the De- 
partment of Education and other organizations 
involved in education. 



It has to serve political causes common to 
Quebec's students t ,. all Quebec students .are in- 
fluencied by the noriiis set by the Department of 

Education; oil Quebec students have to improve 
their physical conditions of work, etc.; and our 
common niseds require concerned action. 

As the political body of the Quebec students, 
UGEQ is needed and desired. 

UGEQ as a Political Party 

But tome members of certain groups intend 
to use UGEQ as a political party, in order to 
spread their own ideas — ideas about an Inde- 
pendent, sociolist, lay Quebec — on behalf of all 
Quebec students. 

If these students want a platform for their 
personal political beliefs, they should iestablish 
a political party outside of UGEQ as such a plat- 
form. But they should not be allowed to take 
control of UGEO, to orientate UGEQ info given 
doctrinal channels, and to use the mass of Que- 
bec students for their own particular interests. 

To constitute UGEQ as a political party will 
eventually prove detrimental to Quebec students 
by overshadowing UGEQ's character as a poli- 
tical body. It is by no means the best way to 
represent the students and to direct a creative, 
imaginative and productive segment of our so- 
ciety — the students — who hove their own 
proper role fo play.
